The terrain in Kwangs!, with 
its mountains and scattered 
clusters of cone-shapped hills, 
favours defensive warfare. 

Apart from Hengyang, there 
are serviceable, airfields, at Kwei- 
lin, capital. cf Kwangsl, and ot 
Lingling, between Kwellin and 
Hengyang. These air strips were 
used effectively by the Aanericans 
during the war when ‘the Japa-~ 
nese smashed ‘down the South~ 
ward corridor into: Kwangsi. -

An application for leqve to withdraw a petition of 
bankruptcy, ond for a rocciving order.in res- 
pect of his assets to be made, was granted to 
Doniel Djung, sales managor,-of 72 Marble 
Road, at the Supreme Court yesterday. 

Mr. S. Ng Quinn, of Brutton and Company, repre- 
sented the applicant at the hearing, which took 
place before Sir Leslie Gibson, Chief Justice. 


Mr. P. R. Springall, OMelal 
Government Receiver, reading 
a report on the matter, stated 
that in 1946, the debtor, Djung, 
joined his brother Djung Yuen- 
ehiu and Dr. Arthur Woo in a 
partricrship under the name of 
Djung Brothers and Company, 
of Prince’s Building, and a fac- 
tory at 72-78 Marble Road for’ 
the manufacture of "Vitafee" 
confectionary. : 

Debtor was managing partner 
of the company, whith had a 
capital of $30,000. Debtor's 
brother and Dr. Woo wore sald 
to have lent debtor $5,000 in 
order that the debtor's share of 
the capital be raised. The ven- 
ture, however, was not success. 
ful. After threa or four months, 
the factory at Marble Street had 
t» be closed. Alter partnership 
had subsisted for six months, Dr 
Woo {s said to have withdrawn 
from the partnerhip. It was 
then agresd that his $10,000 
share of capital should be treated 
nr_a Joon, 

Mr. Springall went on to vsay 
that businesa was carried on by 
debter and fis brother, and the 
factory reopened in 1947, For 
about six months the business, 
although ‘good, was not enough to 
provide for payment of all cre 
ditors. 

Furthor suma were borrawed 
from varlous frienda when the 
businese got into difficulties 
and eventually, at the end of 
1947, the debtor suggested to 
his brother that the partnerahip 
be dissolved and that business 
should be wound up. 


Shore To Brother 


Debtors’ Lrother did not, how- 
ever, desire to have business dls- 
continued, as a result of which 
debtor assigned his share to his 
brother for $2,000. The business 
was then carried on for # short 
time by the debter’s brother unt!! 
it became insolvont and the lat- 


ter_left the Colony.’ .

A charneteristic fenturé of Vic- 
tory ships, the TBY mast, also 
known as the jury mast, was 
located on the aft port corner of 
the flying bridge or ‘monkey 
island above the bridge. 

It was ‘pivoted on the deck 
ond four slays kept St upright. 
It wos movable and could be 
laid dowh when necessary. 

During the height of the 
tv-hoon the steel wire attached to 
the deck behind the funnel broke 
ant caused the mast to fall across 
the rails on the flying bridge. 

The TRY mart was formerly 
ulllised as a high frequeney radio 
antenna and for convoy = signal 
lights, It became a "dud" when 
the Victory ship was used for 
commercial purposes, after the 
war.

SHANGHAI TEST 


The seizure of the Ameri- 
can Consulate-Ger ‘ral offices 
in Shanghai by a .nob of 100 
Chinese workers trying to 
enforce back pay demands. 
while the Communist” au- 
thorities refused to Inter- 
vene, is‘an appalling nega- 
tion of the orderly processes 
of a civilised community. 

Under any normal ‘regime, 
ihe invaston of the offices of 
a foreign diplomatic body 
would have resulted in the 
immediate removal of the 
culprits, their severe punish- 
ment, and elaborate apologies 
from’ the local government. 
Not so with the Reds. 

Their attitude probably 
springs from two motives— 
encouraging the workers to 
think they have at last come 
into their own, until such 
time as the new order is 
ready to clamp down on 
them, and also to make for- 
eigners lose face in the eyes 
of the indigenous population, 
as well as indicating that 
Mao will stand no nonsense 
from overseas “imperialists.” 

This is.the most serious of 
several incidents of a simi- 
lar nature that have occur- 
red since the- capture of 
China’s largest city. Most 
celebrated hitherto has been 
the case of the American- 
owned newspaper, the 
“Shanghai Evening Post ‘and: 
Mercury,” two officials of 
which were locked in their 
office and molested in other 
ways by former employees. 
In this case ‘the effect of 
Communist propaganda could 
elearly be seen when work- 
ers endeavoured to dictate 
what the editor could pub- 
lish, When a trade dispute 
seemed to have been settled, 
the Chinese staff again 
walked out rather that set 
in print the editor's version 
of the strike. 

When it was decided to 
close the paper down, the 
workers classed the move as 
illegal, and have since then 
been using every method 
from intimidation to actual 
force, to obtain full salaries 
dating back to the time they 
went on strike, It matters 
not to them whether the 
firm has the money or not,. 
or that it is banned from re- 
ceiving remittances from. 
abroad. The situation is 
ludicrous, but’ only too 
typical of what is happening 
to foreign-owned . businesses 
in Shanghai toddy.. -° *

|... Trick Remedies 


The casy temptation in first 
to deny that thero is a crisis, 
then to complain about the 
policies, nensures, economic 
thearies, or ideologies which we 
disagree with and do not like. 

And after that we look for trick 
remedies, Uke devaluation; or 
for Utopian nolutions, such as the 
unification of a Europe which is 
partitioned at the Elbe river; 
or to fix on counsels of perfec- 
tion—nn for example, that the re- 
latively backward industries 0! 
Western Europe should begin 
quickly to compete efficiently with 
American industry. 2 

But if we are looking very 
honestly for the truo answer .we 
muat, J think, say that our error 
has been to anderrate the tre- 
mendows consequences of the two 
world wars not only on Eurobo 
but on the United States as well. 

So we have allowed ourselves 
to believe, what we so much 
wanted to believe, that each suc- 
costive project would be the one 
that would seon bring the world 
back to what wax once the nor- 
mal.

of the Marshall Plan. 

The baffling question hns been, 
and is, how a businesslike  rela- 
tien can be maintained between 
‘the Europeans, who must buy 
from us, and Aancricans, who do 
not have to buy from Europe. 

The story has often been told 
of how the wars have exhausted 
the forelgn investments, have de- 
pleted the capital, and have dis- 
rupted the markets of 
and of how the military partition 
of Eurnpe, the cold war, and the 
colonial revolutions have reduced 
the earning power of Eurnpe. 

But an cqually important chap- 
ter of the same story fs not ro 
well known. It is how the wars 
have affected the United States, 
causing. hy forced draught, ah in- 
crense not only in Atnerican pro- 
ductivity but also in American 
self-pufficiency.

‘Not only have the wars com- 
pelled us to grow more food than 
we would hove grown, ahd to 
manufacture more of the oods 
that we used t6 manufacture, 

The wars compellod us, also, to 
make many things we used to pay 
do lars to import, such os chem!- 
cals, dyestuffs, optical ginss, and 
rubber, ae 

Tho .result, ax the “Economic 
Survey of Europe" points ovt, in 
that our imports In 1948, at the 
penk of the boom, were a very 
much smaller percentnge of our 
total production than they havd 
ever deen before. y 
_Compared with 1029, our im- 
ports had increnaed only five per 
cont. while our total production 
was two-thirds Inrger. 

The war hans made the U.S. 
self-sufficient and self-contained 
as it never wan before, and yet 
the American standard of life 
is very high. s 

Therefore, while’ Europe muat 
mport or suffer, there Ix no cor- 
responding necessity for America 
to import from Europe. P 

On the contrary, there is a 
strong. resistance to Evropran 
with tho self-sufficiency of our 
own post-war cconomy. 

As a result, the development of 
world trade with Europe is a 
matter of enlightened self-interest 
for America rather than of Im- 
mediate and obvious need. 


. Moral Relation 
This makes the problem of our 
relations: with Exrope essentinlly 
political, moral, and ideologivai— 
and therefore endlessly debatable 
—rnatker than necessary, profit- 
able, and matter of bvsiness. 

These considerations do not 
provide a solution to the problem. 
But perhaps, as we reflect on 
them, they will make un tolcrant, 
open-minded, and humble in: the 
fate of n problem which tran- 
scends our immediate capacity to 
solve it, which nevertheless wo 
must Hive with for a long time to 
come. 


American Views On Europe 


, 

People in Western Europe! 
have come to regard the 
benevolent intentions of the 
United States as crystallised in 
two policies—Marshall Aid and 
the North Atlantic Pacts each 
supplying a basis, the one.for 
economic recovery, the other 
for military defence. 

But, of course. neither is im- 
mutable. It has always been in 
the power of Congress to. cx. 
tmine the Marshall Aid alloca- 
tlons@and periodically revise them 
or scale them down; as for tha 
Atlantic. Pact, it stl] awaits its 
two-thirds ratification by — the 
Senate, where its opponents are 
putting up In debate every boyy 
that they can think of. 

On the morrow of President 
Truman's triumph at the polls 
‘ast autumn it seemed that the 
future of these — polleies—which 
are the President's and by which 
(as he showed In his broadcast 
recently) he stands unflinchingly 
—was os well. osmred as any- 
thing could bz. What has since 
modifled their prospect is the so- 
called -cconomic recession in the 
United States. ‘Far as it Is from 
basing a slump in the 1929-33 
sense, it has nevertheless affected 
u number of people; and their 
reactlon—natural, though blind 
and in the judgement of most. 
cconomists wrong—has been to 
demand retrenchment and less 
expenditure—particularly on ald- 
ing foreigners. 


High Taxation

Old “behind-the-line” fighters 
fram Burma all agree that the 
jungle is the hardest In South 
Evet Asia, and that from all 
points of view it Js a very mean 
war. 

There ix no straight fighting: 
it Is ambush and counter-ambush, 
and the jungle training - school, 
with its headquarters in the 
former lunatic asylum of the 
State’of Johore, is the finost in 
the world. 

On the theory’ that it is better 
to jump right into the jungle than 
shiver about on the edge, officors 
and’ NCO's are given a three- 
week cours: as soon as possible 
after arrjval. But the capacity of 
and plans 
arc now under consideration for 
opening the largest jungle-train- 
ing centre in the Empire, to 
which officers and men from alt 
parts of the Commonwealth will 
come to loarn -the Intest tricks. 

Urban Britishers from bullt-up 
English auburbs now lend the 
world jn the type of warfare 
which essentially belongs to the 
Fast. Troops fresh from home 
may do their first Jungle patrol 
within a month of reaching 
Singupore, 

An actunl patrol, uccompanied 
by an Instructor, is tho “pay-off” 
to the three-week course, 

They can rely on its . being 
realistic, for bandits opernte 
within a few miles of the nchool, 
which is on the edge of. some of 
Malayn’y thickest jungle. Troops 
here are still talking of the 
triumph ‘of 21-year-old Sergeant 
Reginald Hedges, of Guildford, 
who on a recent “pass out” patrol 
killed three bandits. .

Missionaries Blamed 


About the me of Alford’s con- 
troversy with the Church Mis- 
slonary Society (169) there had 
been a debate In the House of 
Lords on Chinn Miesions during 
which missionaries in general had 
been blamed for too great tor 
wardness and lack of cauton. The 
situation thus became a four- 
sided affair between Alford, the 
Archbishop and the Foreign: Of- 
flee. Tho various points: thus 
raised were under disctisslon at 
intervals for no iess than. five 
years. Rioting up -the Yongtse 
Involving missionnries followed 
by the terrible Tientsin massacre 
ef June, 1870, in which the 
french Consul and a large num- 
ber of Roman. Catholicy were 
killed, added fuel to the fire. . In 


Ankvican missionary, comploted 
a Mandarin Prayer Book, Bur 
don visited Foochow on several 
occasions, By 1876 the number 
of adherents had risen to 1,050. 
Mission work, however, was. be- 
‘ing carried on in the face of in- 
cessant and bitter persecution: 
converts. being imprisoned, purad- 
ed naked and bistinadoed, taged 
and exposti to public view und 
and ° otherwise [ll-treated, with 
Mission-chapels occasionally 
wrecked. However, «despite all 
these trials and tribulations the 
Mission Ocld by then  cxte 

to. Funing-fu. (Slapubsion, or

Other successes followed, and 
in 1933 Dr. Douglas. gave up. his 
work as a minister to write full- 
time. His books tended to | be 
about rich young men and wo- 
men who siw the. futility of 
thelr lives and fave themselves 
up to doing good. 

One day in 1940 Hazel McCann, 
an Ohio shop assistant, read in 
the Gospel According to St. John 
how after the eruciitxion the sol- 
dierg cast lots for “Christ's robe, 
She wondered who von tL and 
what the rest of the stury might 
have bean, 

Sa: sho wrote fc Dr. Douglas, 
becnure he was her favourite 
author, fo ask him. He did not 
know, but her’ jelter gave bin 
ihe Idea for “The Robe" When 
finished it was 508 pages long, 
208,280 words, 

Most critics were lukewarin. 
QOne‘sald unenthusiustically that 
it had “undeniable power,” on- 
other that it resembled “an old- 
ee novel for young pco- 
ple." 

Readers were not discouraged. 
“The Robe” was a runowny hest- 
seller. It has sold more than 
2,000,000 copies ond is still being 
bought; J¢ has been translated 
into 18 langunges. : “ 

On November 16, 1948, Dr. 
Douglas's second historical novel 
was published. It was called 
“The Big Fisherman” .and wos 
about St, Peter. ‘Although it 
came out so near the end of the 
year it sold more coples than any 
book of 1948, It has now reach- 
ed its eighth printing in America 
(618,000 copies) and is selling as 
briskly as ever. :

Bulk buying and centralised 
purchase of foodstuffs and raw 
materials were ‘necessary war- 
lime expedicnts in Britain, The 
conditions which made the

Becomes Umprofitable 
On the other hand, if the course 
vf prices moves jn the opposite 
firection, then that very system 
wo dtyving, so advantageous in 
times of rising prices, becomes 
disastrously unprofitable. 
have now reached the point 
where prices of many commodi- 
ties are declining and not rising, 
with the consequence that the 
Government, having made its 
ourchases, is compelled cither to 
«ell tothe users those commodities 
it has bought at a price higher 
than the world price, or to sell 
te them at the world price, ‘and 
meet the difference out of re- 
venue, or, in other words, out of 
taxation obtained from the or- 
dinary citizen. 

Certainly, as has been plain in 
recent weeks, the world prices of 
many base metuls are below the 
price demanded of the United 
United: Kingdom user by the Gov- 
ernment. In the case of newn- 
print the contract price in the 
United States is approximately 
£26 a ton, whercas newspapers in 
tais. country are. still required to 
pay nearly £40 a ton. 

Although up to the present the 
prices of foodstuffs have not shown 
material declines, it is very evident 
that deelines In the near future 
uy be expected. 

Yet the Ministry of Food has 
loug-term contracts with varlous 
contries to purchase sugar, meat, 
bucon, shell eggs, _ butter, cheese, 
culee, egg products und processed 
iil, which have periods of from 
one year to six yenra to run from 
the present date. 

{tL is not impossible that long 
before some of these contracta have 
expired the prices of these food- 
stulfs will have declined very sub- 
stantially, in which case the con- 
avmer in this country will either 
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ave to buy directly ot a higher 
ars, than need ‘pe, or will have 
to pay indirectly for the subsidy 
necessary to reduce there food- 
stuffs to something more nearly 
what thelr real world price will 
be. 

In either cane it Is evident that 
the standard of living. will bo ad- 
versely affected. 


Obvious Disadvantage 
This is the slmplest and most 
obvious disadvantage of bulk 
purchare in changing econo- 
mice conditions. = There are 
others less obvious and more 
Fubtie. 
“The firnt is that bulk purchase 
by Government is never quite a 
xtraight commercial doal. Politics 
intrude into the bargain. 

Government may well be asked 
to buy more than it needs, to buy 
things it does not really want, or 
to pay a higher price than is 
necessary in order to secure some 
political advantage. 

‘That was not cntirely a bad 
thing during the war when, for 
example, we were prepared to pay 
Portugal a much higher price far 
wolfram thanahould have been the 
case In order to prevent this valu. 
able munition of war going to 
Germany. - 

But again, thinking of Portugal, 
It may be that we want sardines 
but not pineapples and yot Por- 
tugal, dealing not with a commer- 
cla) buyer but with a government, 
will insist on our taking pine- 
apples that we do not want with 
the sardines that we do want. 

A further natural reaction on 
the part of foreign suppliers ix to 
renct to. bulk buying hy us by 
ereating a system .of bulk relling 
by them. 

This development has bean seen 
at its worst in the Argentine. 

The Argentine Government, re- 
senting the continuation of the 
system of bulk buying of meat, 
has Interpored itaelf between the 
great meat-packing planta and our 
own Government and has insisted 
that whatever we buy we buy 
through the agency of the Argen- 
tine Government. . 

What is more, the Argentine 
Government saw in this process a 
convenient moans of taking o con 
siderable rake-off for itself. 

That is, it does not pass on to 
the meat packers the price it ob- 
taina from us, but drives an in- 
dependent and hard bargain with 
them and retains the difference. 
Again, it is eany to see haw ad- 
versely ‘this affects our cost of 
living here. : 

If the purchase of ment had been 
handed back to those’ who engaged 
in the trade before the war not 
merely would meat - be lower in 
price but there would also have 
been a great deal more of it. 


Inexpert Buyer 

Next, there can be little doubt 
that the Government is an inex- 
pert duyer. In the frst place, 
che cards are stacked against -it. 
The foreign producer can sce the 
Government buyers coming a mile- 
aff. He knows not merely what 
his requirements are but knows 
also that he must complete the 
deal, 

In such circumstances how un- 
likely is it that the Government 
buyer will.be able to make a bar- 
gain on termu us favourpble as the 
independent businessman who is 
negotiating with his hands. com- 
‘pletely free? 

it is argued that the need to 
conserve foreign exuhange is a 
compelling reason for continuing 
the system of bulk purctiase. At 
the present time, it is generally 
truc to say that prices throughout 
the world are lower in terms of 
dollars or gold. than they aro in 
terms of sterling and other arti. 
ficlally pegged currencies. :
